Important D{‘ci-imhulrlndrr the Civil Right
ill.

BartiMone, July 6.—An important decision
hes been rendered by Judge Bowle, Olief Jus-
tice of the Court of Apneals of Maryland, under
the Civil Rights bill.  The facts of the case are
briefly as tollows:—

Dr. A. H. Somers, of Rockville, Moutgomery
county, committed an nssault upon u colored
man in the streels of Rockville, beating him
very severely. The colored man’s wife sued ont
n warrant before a justice of the peace against
Somers, on which helwas arrested and arrmgned
before a magistrate. The counsel of Dr, Somers
argued that the warrant was Wegal under the
laws of Maryland, contendin r that no negro or
mulatto could he a competent witness figainst n
white person,

The Justice decided that the said State lnw
had been abroguted and superseded, and was
null and void under the Civil Rights bill, and
required the aceused to give ball to answer at
the Circut Court, Somers rofused to comply
with this order, and was committed. Thereupon
his council applied to Chiel Justice Bowie for a
writ of habeas corpus, which his Honor refused
to grant; giving & written opinion sustaining
the decision of the magistrate, and maintaining
the constitutionality of the Cavil Rights bill, so
fur as relates to the question in dispute,

The Judge, in conclusion, says:—)

Aware that there are many und serions ohjec-
livns to the constitutionality ot the law upon
other points, yet It is not elearly unconstitu-
Honal in the particulars in question, I am
bound by the usage and decision of the highest
Courts to sssume that Congress has not violated
its constitutional ebligations,

Not being able to perceive clearly and un-
equivocally a breach of the Federal Constitution
in the act ol Congress entitled “*An act to pro-
tect nll persons in their civil rights,” ete., in
making negroes competout to testaly, without
expressing an opinfon of the other sections of
the law, T must overrule the motion to quash
the warrant, snd remaund the prisoner to the
custody of the officer,

The present Episcopal Church of Tarrytown
hears t‘lne title of 5t. Murk’s, Within this parisn
rests not only the grave of Washiugton Irving,
Lut also the various localities which the *“Legend
ol Sleepy Hollow"” has made forever famous.
Not ftur off from the site of the Memorial
Church liez the renowned hollow Itsell—that
wondrous revion “which abounds with local
tales, haunted spols, and local superstitions.”

Within & stone’s throw Iz the old Datch
Chureh, still standing *‘on a knoll, surronnded
by locust trees and lolty elms, from smong
which its decent, whitewashed walls shine mo-
destly  forth, like Chriistian purity beaming
through the shades of retirement,” Near by,
